itary bases in Asia be abolished 
and that all foreign troops be 
withdrawn. 
Secretary of State Dulles and 
Red China’s Chow En-Lai took the 
stage on Korea, billed as Gene­ 
va’s No. I topic. 
Dulles expressed doubt as to the 
value cf bickering w’ith the Com­ 
munists a*. J rejected North Ko­ 
rea’s 
unification 
proposal 
as a 
scheme to put the Communists in 
power over all the war-ravaged 
peninsula. He stressed the United 
Nations role in the war and called 
for elections under U. S. super­ 
vision, noting that a U. N. com­ 
mission is standing by for that 
purpose. 
Denounces Policy 
Chou, admitted to the councils 
of the world’s major powers for 
the first time, denounced Am eri­ 
can policy in the Far East and 
demanded a seat with the Big 
Four. 
He advocated an Asia-for-Asians 
program and demanded the aboli­ 
tion of all foreign military bases 
and withdrawal of foreign troops 
from that continent. Presumably 
the Peiping premier-foreign min. 
ister w’ould regard the Russians in 
this instance as Asiatics.
